they poffibly can, in order to continue the War againft 
us with the urmoft Vigour: Bue you may aflure your- 
felf, and may write to your Mafters, that we fhall nei- 
ther be the Dupes of your Delay, nor of thejfeeming De- 
fire they may have of an Accommodation with France’. 
How il} foever the Situation of the French Affairs may 
be in Italy, it is pretended that there is ftill a Remedy. 
Orders indeed have been fent to almoft all the Troops 
which are in Provence and Dauphine to repair with the 
wtinoft Expedition to the Army of Marfhal Maillebois, 
but whether they will arrive in time is a Queftion, and 
thofe are to be replaced by well exercifed Militia. We 
‘can get little or no Information of the Contents of the 
Letters from the Intendant of Breft; nothing is faid about 
them; and thofe from private People at this Port have 
no News at al] in them, which makcs evesy Body think

They write from Milan, sthat the Auitrian Generals 
have lately publifhed a Proclamation, in the Name of 
the Emprefs Queen, requiring all fuch as have hereto- 
fore {worn Allegiance to her Majefty, to return to their 
Duty, under Pain of being treated as Rebels and Trai- 
tors, and cxpofed to all the Severities of military Exe- 
cution, 

We learn from Amfterdam, that they have reccived 
Advice there ofa molt dreadful Fire that broke ont late- 
ly inthe French Eail-India Company’s Magazines at Port 
VOrient, by which all their Naval Stores and fome rich 
Goods were de ftroyed;, the Lofs amounting inthe whole 
to upwards of two Millions of Livres. 

The Spaniards in Italy are fu much irritated againft M. 
Maillcbo's and his whole Naticn, thst they refufed to ad- 
mit three French Battalions into Tortona, which was the 
true Reaton that M. Maillebo's thought fit to retire to 
Novi, in order to wait there for the Succours he expcéts 
from France. 

The Spanith Minifters at the Court of Verfailles, charge 
M. Maillebo’s with all the Misfortuncs that have happen- 
ed to the Allies in Italy, and not only infift on his being 
recalled from thence, but upon his being called to,an Ac- 
count for his bad Behaviour, while he had that Command. 

We have’ Advice from New-York, that the French and 
Indians had fallen on the Frontiers of that Government, 
aud dettroyed a Village called Soratogo, containing thir- 
ty Families. 

The Hon. the Commiffioners of the Excife has appoint- 
ed Mr. Draper to be Surveyor General of the Glafs Duty 
in England. 

The Captain of the York Privateer at Dover affures, 
that he was within Gun-fhot of Boulogn latt Week, and 
that there was actually in th.t Harbour 60 Sail of Veffels, 
none very finall, and that 22 of them were large Galliot 
Hoys rigged ready for Sea. He likewife fays, that he 
{poke with a Dutchman from Oftend, who told him, 
that there was ten large Privateers which would be ready 
to put to Sea in a Day or two trom that Port. 

His Majefty’s Ship the Lenox and Worcefter, with the 
Tranfport Ships from the Leeward Iflands, are arrived at 
Jamaica, The Fleet from England wil! fail! fome- 
time in May. 

We have Advice, that a Spanifh Privateer is taken on 
the Coaft of Carolina, by a Schooner of that Province; 
they exchanged feveral Broadtides before the ftruck. 

The Catharine belonging to Jamaica, is taken by a Spa- 
nifh Man of War and carried into the Havana: The faid 
Man of War has alfo taken feveral other Veffels, trad+ 
ing in the American Colonies, &c. 

Capt. Arthur, of Jamaica, bound from Madeira for 
Antigua, is taken and carried into Guardeloup. 





Capt. Philip Tomlinfon, from Virginia, who was tate- 
ly taken by the French, died of a Fever on board his Ship, 
betore fhe was carried in.

We are at lait told from Petersburg by feveral Chan- 
nels, that the Emprefs of Ruflia potitively declared to 
M. de Diea before his Departure, oy the Movth of her 
Chancellor Beftuchef, that the hid 30,000 Men ready, 
as toon as the Froft fhould break, to put on board for 
the Service of the Maritime Powers, and be conduéted 
whither thofe Powers fhall think proper. But may 
not till ewo Queftions remain with regard to this Piece 
of News. 1. What Number of Ships are wanted for the 
Tranf{portation of 30,000 Men, and where will they be 
found ? 2. Are the Subfidies, which it {Cems are to be a 
Condition of this Succour, yet fered, and what are 
they ? | 

Though the Ruffian Court declares ‘t is ready to adjuft 
Affairs on any icafonable Terms, there is a Jealoufy till 
exprefs’d at Copenhagen on Account of the Armaments 
in Livonia. The Danes feem to have got fome new 
Articles in favour of tneir Trade by the Subfidy Treaty 
with France, which puts them all in Action, and occa- 
fions their fitting out Men of War to protect their Na- 
vigation in the Mediterranean.
